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REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


O 








Forest Fires—Our Most Shameful Waste. Everyone 
apparently fears fire but many are careless with it. This 
is particularly true of fires in and near woodlands. Official 
figures show that more than 98 percent of all forest fires 
result from human carelessness and can be prevented. 
Consequently, we may say “Forest Fires are our most 
shameful waste.” 

Annual forest fire losses are tremendous and their effects 
far reaching. Such fires destroy the raw products of the 
forests, the protection forests provide fcr game and the sup- 
ply of ground water. They upset local economies by drawing 
men from gainful employment and requiring the expenditure 
of public funds to extinguish them. 

Our forest fire organization is doing a good job in keeping 
the size of fires small but the number is increasing. In 1949 
there were 100 more fires in New Hampshire than in 1948, 
but they burned 5CO acres less. For the warden and his 
deputies to do the job they are capable of, they must have 
the cooperation of the public—YOU! 

The primary objective of all fire fighters is prevention 
fire stoppage This is the goal toward which your local 
forest fire warden and his deputies ate constant'y working 
It can be achieved ONLY if YOU and YOU and YOU 
cooperate with them. It is worth YOUR effort and can be 
accomplished by: 

1. Being careful with fires in and near woodland, keing 
particularly careful with matches and cigarettes. 

2. Securing the required written permit from the war- 
den when the ground is not covered with snow. 

3. Insisting that others be careful.and comply with 
burning requirements. | 

4. Calling the warden promptly when fire is detected 
and aiding him to extinguish it. 

Let’s reduce the number of forest fires and eliminate our 
most shameful waste.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE 
SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Wetwerth School Board: 

My seventh annual report as superiniendent cf your 
schoois is herewith submi:ted. I+ will be brief and consixe 
as possible to present items of most significance to your 
schools and the parents represented in them. 

Wentworth is one of the few school districts in the state 
to receive more state aid in 194¥ than in the previous two 
years before the entire system of state aid support was 
upset by toe iegislature. It should always be remembered 
that the real purpose of state aid is to enable district to ex- 
pand educatior.al offerings to children, net to reduce taxes. 
‘Receiving more help from the state canret properly be 
regarded as an excuse to slacken town effort. 

As a matter of fact local effort will have to be mmereased 
uf your cuildren are to be well cared for. The steadily 
growing enrollment in lower grades seems to leave no 
alternative. Jt was necessary this year to em. ploy a part-time 
assistant to take care of a first grade of seventeen pupils. 
There should be three regular teachers another year and 
one additional classreom. While we have managed to get 
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along with two teachers working simultaneously in the same 
room, it is only an emergency make shift that should not 
be considered for permanent operation. 

Wentworth salaries, which are far below the state average 
-as well as below salaries that must be paid to beginners wth 
recent preparation should be advanced. They should be 
‘advanced to a point where we can demand and teachers can 
afford professional improvement in summer school. This 
Is no more than generally accepted good administrative 
practice. Since Plymouth Teachers’ College will offer 
summer courses in 1940, now Is 2. good time to take that step 

Yours was the first district in Unien No. 4 to likeralize 
its policy of school transportation. Since the beginning of 
December, all pupils who formerly had to walk on a heavily 
traveled main road have been transported to school at dis- 
trict expense. This recognizes the changes in traffie conditions 
and hazards since a minimun transportation distanee of 
two miles was established in 1919. It is gratifying to see the 
school district assume more responsibility for the heaith and 
sefety cf its children and yeu are to be cemmended for your 
action. 

The 1956 budget will necessarily reflect incvveased costs 
due to transportation and such of the foregoing recommend- 
ations as may be adopted. Additional school furniture and 
euipment and expanded salary allowances will account for 
much of the increase. No budget is increased merely because 
‘a school board and superintendent wish it that way. but, 
rather, because it is cher duty to give voters a fair and konest 
statement of school needs. Their responsibility has been 
discharged when that can be done. It then becomes the 
wrivilege, and no less the responsibility, of parents and tax 
payers to determine bew far they wish to go in providing 
‘good educational opportunity for their children. 

It is my opinion that the 1950 budget merits the careful 
study and support of Wentworth voters.
